THE STARK FARM 


is owned by McLean & Macuider. It 
lies three miles south of Bismarck, on 
Apple Creek. It consists of 640 acres and 
is nearly all fenced. There was 400 acres 
in wheat this year and 150 acres in oats. 
The threshing is not clone yet but the 
farm is certain to average above twenty 
bushels of wheat and about 50 of oats per 
acre. Robt. Macnider, one of the owners 
of this farm, has a homestead of 160 acres 
immediately adjoining on which he had 
80 acres of wheat this year, and John A.

consists of 6,400 acies, forty two miles 
tast of Bismaick.

The wheat is 
acknowledged by all to be the best on the 
line of the North Pacilic. It stood even- 
ly on the ground, the heads were large 
and well tilled, and while il has not been 
thifshed every test that can be applied 
shows that the yield will prove, to be over 
40 bushels per acre—and considerable 
over that amount, too—of wheat and 70 
bushels «f oals. It is owned and man- 
aged by Mr. W. F. Steele, formerly of 
Milwaukee, who has broken about 1,000 
in addition to the 1,140 in crop for use 
next summer. At the Stamlins; Rock In- 
dian agency there arc 300 Indians farm- 
ing from five to ten acres each. 
Giving 


them an average of five acres and twenty 
bushels per acre, they have raised (his 
yeai not less than 30,000 bushels .if corn, 
not lo speak of vegetables. At tde agency 
farm there was 300 acres in wheat which 
produced 3,104 bushels and 130 acres in 
oats which produced 2,510 bushels. 
The 


grain became too ripe and much of it was 
lost in harvesting and handling because 
the agency farmer and employees were 
called away when it should have 
cut, on cnurt duties.

contracted for. Maj T. J.l Mitchell, of 
Mandan, has the contract for the matrices 
upon which the dyke will rest and is now 
getting out the tim >er. JThe dykeing 
will confine the river channel to a width 
of twelve hundred feel from the Bismarck 
shore. ' Wm. H. Fulle • is assistant engi- 
neer and has charge of the work. The 
minor details have b<en arranged with 
reference to the construction of the foun- 
dations. Four hundrt d carloads of stone 
for filling purposes halve been contracted 
for, to be gotten out tliis side of Baby 
Mine. Tho citizens af Bismarck may 
congratulate themselves upon the action 
of the railroad authorities.! It will not 
only give cmploymei t lo| hundreds of 
laborers for a long per od of time, there- 
by increasing trade in the city, hut as the 
permanent crossing Ojf the Missouri by 
Ihe IST. P. railroad, wijl add greatly lothe 
attractiveness of Bismarck, facilitate bus- 
iness interests, and wilh the city's natural 
advantages, conmierc ally, make it the 
point of importance in the Missouri Riv- 
er valley. Many have been deterred from 
making Bismarck the r permanent resi- 
dence on account of Ihe lincertainty of 
this crossing,-arg«ina that wherever the 
road crossed the river, tkere would be the 
caning city. Many tusinet>s men have 
been restrained from constricting substan- 
tial brick buildings 01 account oi this 
same uncertainty. The filial settlement 
upon the crossing at Bismarck will lend 
a fresh impulse lo thousands of capital 
waiting the decision o" this question be- 
fore investment, and establishes thorough 
confidence in the future jof Bismarck. 
With all the natural -esoupces, fertility 
of soil and agricultural weLlth surround- 
ing it. in connection with the railroad 
and river traffic, and an the1 natural point 
for s'ipplies for the m litar'y posts of the 
northwest, Bismarck viK vtithout doubt 
become at an early day the Omaha of the 
the northwest.

Old Contrary, the Perch Who Wouldn't Be 


Cauyht. 


Many of the mi]!-poiids on the east 


ern shore of Maryland and in the State 
of Delaware have sandy bottoms. On 
bright days and in places where the 
water is not more than four feet deep the 
sand may bo seen. These mill-ponds 
are surrounded by trees, among them 
being thousands of tall pines. Under 
the pines and on the banks of the ponds 
grow laurel bushes, huckleberry bushes 
and briars. There is a pond in the lower 
part of the eastern shore about two 
miles long and a half mile wide. In 
some parts of this pond are wide patches 
of water-lily leaves, and in June the 
lilies make the air very sweet. A num- 
ber of funny creatures live in the pond. 
Sitting on the bank after dark ono may 
hear a '' skillpot" a half mile away, bel- 
low out in a deep voice : 


'' Gogetyurlunch !" " Go - get - yur - 


1 finch?" 


The skillpot ia a member of the tor- 


toise family. He will sit on an old log 
for hours and sing, "Gogetyurlunch! 
gogetyurlunch ! 1" The bullfrog often 
talks back in a bass voice that seems to 
come from away down around his toes. 
He says : 


" Onoyoudon't!" " O-no-you-don't!!" 


" O-no-you-don't!!!" 


'' Why-don't-ye !" " Why-don't-ye ! P 


" Why-don't-ye ! ! !" pipes a little skill- 
pot. 


" Knee-deep !" " .Knee-deep !!'' bays a 


little frog. 


But perhaps the most interesting 


creatures in the pond are the sun-fish, 
or, as they arc called in that part of the 
country, "sun-perch." The sun-perch 
are of all sizes, from tiny bits of things 
no larger than a silver half-dollar to fal- 
lows as big as a man's hand. They are 
of many colon), too. Some are almost 
yellow, others have a red shade and in 
deep water their backs often turn black. 
There are few prettier porch. 
Very 


often they have green or bine scales 
scattered over them, with fins tipped in 
red. In June the full-grown sun-perch 
swim along the shore in search of 
"beds." They pick out a sandy spot 
near an old sunken log and then dig a 
hole by swimming round and round, 
beating the sand out with the tail. The 
hollow place is basin-ahaped and about 
as deep as a basin. The boyg of the vil- 
lage near the pond paddle along the 
shore and search for these perch beds. 
They find it great sport. One boy gen- 
erally sits in the stern and paddlea, 
while another lies at "lull length across 
the bow, with his head down close to 
the water. No noise is made. The 
boat moves slowly along, until by-and- 
by the boy in the bow makes a motion 
to stop. He has found a bed and soon 
drops a well-baited hook closo to the 
«dge of the bed. 
The perch mean- 


while is swimming rotmd and round. It 
tees the bait, but does not bite. In a 
few minutes the perch darts past the 
hook, but doesn't tonoh it, and, cutting 
the water like a flash, is back again in 
the bed. Growing bolder, the perch, 
after a whfle, takes the hook in its 
month. Does the boy jerk his line then? 
Not at all, for if he should the perch, 
much quicker than tha boy, would drop 
the bait and run to deep water, there to 
stay until the boat moved on. The pertfh 
appears to play with the bait as a cat 
does with a mouse. The boy sees every 
motion, every stroke of fin, and is much 
excited. When the perch at last makes 
Dp its mind to take the bait the boy sees 
that it-is working cautiously to get the 
bait toward the log. He then knows 
that his time has come. The perch 
takes the hook and pushes it forward. 
The boy, by a peculiar twist, drives the 
hook into the perch's mouth and lands 
H flapping into the boat. Of course 
some of the sun-perch differ from the 
majority. 
The greedy ones take the 


bait at once, but the large, fine fish are 
shy, and whole days have been spent at 
a single bed. A few years ago three boys 
found a bed in very shallow water. The 
bed was made in the white sand, three 
inches below the surface of the water, 
and it could be seen twenty yards 
away. At ten yards the perch could be 
seen. He was an old fellow, a perfect 
yellow beauty. As the boat drew near 
he darted for deep water. The boys 
waited his return, but the perch kept 
his distance. Every trick known to the 
boys was tried on the perch, all to no 
avail Bods were spliced and a bait was 
oast into the bed from a distance of 
twelve yards. The boat was withdrawn 
and one boy stood in the water holding 
the rods. The perch at last was named 
11Old Contrary." A baited hook was 


left in his'bed, the line being attached 
to a distant stake, and the boys went 
home for the night. Next day the boys 
reappeared. The hook was gpno.«. A 
long searoh^showed that ?Old Contrary 
had buried it in the sand fpe feet from 
his bed. The 'fame ,of t Old Contrary 
soon spread over the Village, and every- 
body tried his hand. A man, who un- 
derstood the nature of fish, explained to 
the boys that Old Contrary no doubt 
had been caught by means of a hook 
once in his Life, and, slipping from the 
catcher's hand when he !was about to be 
landed, had made up his mind never to 
be caught again. Throe weeks passed 
before Old Contrary •was taken, and 
then he wasn't taken fairly. The boys 
went to his bed after dark, and, blind- 
ing him by the light from a pine torch, 
sent a "gjg " or spear into his body as 
he darted wildly here anji there.

some of the poison from tho tree, and 
only about two in twenty'survived the 
expedition. Of the land where the tree 
grew it was said, " There are no fish in 
the waters, nor has any ifat, mouse or 
other vermin been seen there, and when 
any birds fly so near this 
ifflnvia reach them, they :

this poison. Also, in less than two 
mouths only 300 persons remained out 
of 1,600 who were compelled to live 
within a few miles of this tree." 


The tree is bad enough, but less of a 


criminal than writers would have us be- 
lieve. It is a variety of spurge (Antiaris 
toxicaria), which, when wounded, ex- 
udes a poisonous milky juice. It grows 
in company with other trees, without 
larming them, and has been cultivated 
n botanic gardens. 
Birda and lizards 


lave often been seen to perch upon its 
jranches. The juice is very irritating, 
and produces a kind of paralysis if intro- 
duced into the system. 
When mixed 


with certain other poisons it forms the 
upas, which in Malay language signifies' 
xnson, or, specifically, arrow poison, 
ftrange to say, this poisonous plant be- 
ongs to the same family as the famous 
bread-fruit tree, which furnishes such 
excellent food for man

Children must be clothed 
iu flannel the year round, and must bo 
made to know that th«> staples of diet arc 
milk, bread, meat, vegetables and fruit, 
and that tea, coffee and pastry of all

The last great change in the Executive branch 


of the General Government occurred hi I860, by 
the election of Abraham Lincoln as President of 
the United States. At that time the open advo- 
cacy of his election could not 'be made safely to 
Ufa or limb in thirteen States of the Union, 
where the strength of the Democratic party lay. 
Bnt, in spito of this, the people of the Northern 
States, firmly impressed with the necessity 
for the change, made it ; and what man in ttaM 
broad land does not now feel that it was a happy 
change ? And yet the Democratic party of that 
time resisted it. It not only resisted it. during 
the canvass, but the controlling segment of that 
party rebelled against it by force of arms, and 
undertook to disrupt the Government and to 
destroy the Union. 


'ihe Democratic paily desired a change in 


1364, when, in tho midst of war, the magnitude 
of •tthich f vi n r.on m the diHtanco staggers us 
with amazement, it met in National Convention 
and resolved that the war was a failure and de- 
manded peace on any terms. That was when 
Grant was in the Wilderness and Sherman was 
on the road to Atlanta, when onr notes on de- 
mand were north only 40 cents on the dollar, 
tnd wheu it seemed almost as if Providence had 
deserted UH. If itndetire for a change had then 
been gratified, we would have now no united 
country to boast of, no land to love. The Amer- 
ican people, though weeping over then- lost 
ones and feeling heavily the burdens o( war, 
said there should be no change, and there was 
none ; Ahrham Lincoln was elected again. 


The Democratic party desired a change in 


1868. It was encouraged by the defection uf 
Andrew Johnson and by many divisions in the 
Republican party. The rebels'had been restored 
to their lout citizenship, and had already or- 
ganized a syitrm of terror in several of Hit) 
Southern States. 
r\\M d WIIH in the asuendcui-y 


in New York with his gigantic frauds • he 
plundered tho c.ty, filled tho cravings of tho 
army of his dependents with the plunder of 
rich contracts, i-wieU tens of thousands of 
fraudulent naturalization papers, stuffed the 
ballot-boxes, and thus "reversed the vote of tho 
Empire State. Yet, after all, the Amencan 
people decided thai there should be no change ; 
that tho liepuhlican pa.ity which saved tho 
country hhoulci ntill be trusted with its admin- 
istration ; and Grant, the ooldior of tho w.ir 
was made President. 
', 


Ho, again, the Democratic party desired a 


change in 1876. It had previously organized 
the solid South, according to tho Mississippi 
plan, with tenor and violence. 
It fondly 


thought it had made good a fulcrum of VM 
electors from States lately in rebellion, and had 
carefully laid plans to secure enough more to 
make the election sure. Tilden, who, as Gov- 
ernor of New York, had become popular with 
the busineHH men of that State by his aid in tho 
overthrow of Tweed, and by his opposition to 
corrupt canal rings, was nominated for Presi- 
dent. He hod a barrel full of money, which 
was spent without stint, and thus introduced 
for the first tuno in American politics the most 
shameless corruption in a Presidential election. 
But, more thun all the country was Buffering 
under grent financial distress. The wave of 
misfortune, which came in 1873 to the wholo. 
commercial world, had scattered its wrecks 
over our great cities. Every man who. had capi- 
tal to lose, or debts to pay, or wanted* labor for 
bread, felt discontent for evils that be could 
not explain. It was natural, but not just, that 
many of these clamored for a change, who had 
no sympathy with the principles of the Demo- 
cratic party ; but still the fraud that intimida- 
tion attempted in three of the States failed in 
its object, and the Republican party in the 
Northern States stood by its principles, and 
Hayes was elected. 


And now, fellow-citizenfl, let us pause for 


a while and see what has been the result during 
the last four years by the election of the pres^ 


< nt Republican President. Has he given anj 
cause for the change from Republican to Demo- 
cratic measures and men ? 


When President Hayes was inaugurated the 


Resumption act of 1875 was an unexecuted man- 
date of the Republican party. 
It had been 


v oted for only by Republicans, and had from 
its introduction been assailed, resisted and ridi- 
culed by the Democratic party. Many honest, 
sincere men of both parties, who really wished 
resumption, believed it impracticable for years 
loeome. But there was the law. I had aided 
)n its pirfsage. and I believed in it, and I was 
• •barged with its execution. I was supported by 
tbe full faith of Die President Gold was at a pre- 
mium of nearly t> per cent. The national reve- 
nues had been greatly impaired , as the 
re- 


sult of the panic, so that there was, in fact, no 
surplus revenue to aid in the work of resump- 
tion. The only means left was to increase the 
volume of coin before the day of resumption by 
the saleof bonds, to do the utmost to strengthen 
the public credit, and to produce confidence in 
the ability to resume. Ibis was done in the 
eighteen months that followed the inauguration 
of President Hayes, and at the end of that pe- 
riod 
the 
credit 
of 
the 
country 
had 


been greatly advanced ; surplus coin had been 
accumulated to the amount of $130,000,000, 
and the public mind, relieved from imaginary 
terrors, had become not only reconciled to re- 
sumption, bat was anxiously and hopefully 
awaiting the event. During all this time the 
Democratic party excelled itself in active re- 
sistance to the successful execution of this law. 
They sought to repeal it ; they sought by in- 
vestigations through committees of Congress to 
' discredit all the proceedings had under it ; and 
it was boastfully said that thousands of dollars 
would be given to stand on the right of the line 
at the Public treasury on the day of resump- 
tion. The examinations made of myself alone 
by committees of Congress upon this subject 
amounted to over 100 printed pages'; and the 
speeches that were made against what they de- 
nounced as a crazy, impracticable scheme would 
fill volumes. Your ears rang with their ridi- 
cule and denunciation of the Resumption act ; 
tut still, thanks to tho Republican party, re- 
sumption came, and came so certainly and so 
securely that at this day specie payments are 
more complete, in the true sense of the term, 
than ever before in this country, and as com- 
plete as in any country in the world. There is 
no longer any depreciation of the notes of the 
United States, and, not only in this country, 
but in all foreign countries, they are received at 
par with gold. 


The Democratic party, convicted of false 


prophecy, could only shout out that it was 
Providence that did it ; that the good crops, 
which came six months after resumption was a 
complete success, did it ; and some of them had 
the audacity to say that the way to resumption 
was prepared by the economies enforced by a 
Democratic House of Representatives, which, 
as I will show yon hereafter, instead of reducing 
the expenses, actually increased them largely in

ftOt Of 1870. It was placed there by the Keput - 
lican party—a part of its policy for the graHua I 
reduction of the burden of the public debt. I; 
had been partially executed by the sale of 5- 
per-cent. oonda; and when President Hayek 
was inaugurated we were selling 4>£-per-cent 
bonds at par, slowly<and with difficulty.

funding; and, taking a hopeful view 01

per-ceat. bonds, and sell* the 4 per cents, at 
par. This was believed at the time to be i 
doubtful experiment; but, being firmly sup 
ported by President Hayes, the Treasury De- 
partment undertook the task. A sale of "every 
snob bond was a saving of one-third of the in-j 
terest on that portion of the debt; for evervj 
dollar realized was applied to the payment o'fl 
an equal amount of bonds bearing 6-per-cent. 
interest. Bankers shrunk from taking such a 
bond ; but, on an appeal to the American peo- 
ple through popular subscription, within sixty 
days after they were thus offered $75,000,000 
of these bonds were taken, and were absorbed, 
mostly in small sums, all over the United 
States. Tims tho success of the loan was es- 
tablished. 


Frequently; however, as the opposition of 


tho Democratic party to resumption was devel- 
oped, and at times appeared to be successful, 
credit would become impaired, confidence 
would be destroy ed, and the sale of these bonds 
would fall off. But, an events resulted, and 
the Democrats failed to secure the repeal of the 
Resumption act, the bonds sold again, bnt in 
comparatively leas sump. The credit of the 
Government advanced precisely as resumption 
approached micce»», and, within 100 days after 
resumption, there were sold $510,347,800 of 4- 
per-cent. bonds, thus completing the work of 
refunding, as far as tho law allowed it to be 
done, by the redemption of all the bonds bear- 
ing 5 or 6-per-cent. interest that were then re- 
'deemable.' Tbe result of this Republican policy 
was a saving to the people of tho United States 
of $14,290,453.50 interest per year. 


But this was not the only benefit derived by 


om- -people from refunding operations. The 
rate of interest becamo permanently reduced 
on all investnumts throughout the country. 
Low interest is the chief factor in our prosper- 
ity. 
It became possible for manufacturers and 


tradespeople fo boirow money, so as to conduct 
their business profitably. Tliis low rate of in- 
terest produced a demand for new investments, 
and new enterprises were started into life. 
Tims, by the policy of the Resumption and tho 
Refunding acts, the « ay was paved for the pres- 
ent era of prosperity, and the whole of this was 
the work of the Republican party. If tho 
change desired by our opponents four yearn ago 
had occurred, no man can truly say uiat such 
results as these would have taken place; for, 
from Tilden down, the Democratic party fa 
vored the repeal of the Resumption act. That 
party, during these four years, has been the 
slave of the most idle and crazy popular delu- 
sions of fiat money—their loaders even talking 
about bloated bondholders and aristocrats— 
and was ready to fan into flame the passions of 
men to mobbish violence and to fierce conten- 
tions between capital and labor. 


A Republican administration in now paying 


tho public debt at the rate of $10,000,000 a 
month, or *2,500.0()0 a weeK. In all probabili- 
ty, before this administration closes its term, 
tho debt will be further reduced $70,000,000, 
making a saving in mutual interest of $4,- 
000,000. 


This policy of debt-paying and interest-re- 


ducing is the niOHt stinking in the history of 
any country. Other nations bavo had great 
debtrf ; but no nation ever before paid it so 
rapidly, so justly, so honorably. 
This fact 


alone is worth more in public credit than all tho 
gold and silver in the country ; because it is a 
capital from wbicii we can draw whenever ne- 
cessity rcqiui CH. 


The Democratic party pursued an exactly op- 


posite policy. From 1857 to 1860, when Mr. 
Buchanan was President, it steadily increased 
the public debt from #9.998,621.76 to f59,964,- 
402.01. At tho close of that penod it paid as 
high as 13 per cent, on one-year treasury notes, 
and sold G-pei-cent. twenty-year bonds at 89 
e.ents on the dollar. While the debt was being 
reduced by the Republican party, the Demo- 
cratic party impaired the public credit by pro- 
posing schemes to cheat the public creditor. 
Its influence was the chief obstruction to tho 
debt-paying and interest-reducing policy of tho 
Republican party. 
In States where it has 


ascendency, liko Virginia, Louisiana, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, it has cither repudi- 
ated the State debts or threatens to do so. 
Its success in a national election would, in 
my judgment, greatly impair the 
public 


credit and reduce tho value of public secu- 
rities. 


During the administration of James Buchan- 


an the loss by defalcation of public officers in 
the collection and disbursement of the public 
moneys was $3.81 on every $1,000; during 
Pierce's administration it was $3.56; during 
Folk's administration it was $4.08; during 
Jackson's administration it was $7.52 ; during 
Van Buren's administration it was $11.71. 
Mark the contrast with Republican administra- 
tions : 


In Lincoln's time, embracing tbe recklessness 


caused by war, u was 76 cen-ts. For six years 
of Grant's administration it;;was 34 cents. In 
Hayes' administration thus f(Lr—assuming that 
all amounts in dispute are lost—the loss on 
$1,000 would be so email that the smallest coin 
of the country would make it good three times. 
It has been but one-third of a cent on $1,000 of 
the amount involved. 


And what has been the result of Republican 


administration under President Hayes upon the 
general business interests of the country ? We 
have witnessed, and are now enjoying, the great- 
est revival of business of modern times. We 
have leaped forward from a period of extreme 
distress to one of great prosperity. Our ex- 
ports during the last fiscal year reached the en- 
ormous suin of $835,000,000, being an increase 
of $320,000,000. 
Our imports during the last 


fiscal year were $668,000,000, being an increase 
since 1875 of $135,000,000, and making an ag- 
gregate foreign commerce of the last year of 
over $1,600,000,000. Every nation contributes to 
onr comfort. From every land, and from every 
sea, and from every part of our country, we 
gather the productions of their labor to supply 
our daily wants. Our manufactures in all branch- 
es have increased, so that not only do we sup- 
ply the domestic markets with nearly all the 
articles essential to human life, bnt we export 
in great quantities the productions of the work- 
•hop and the farm. 


We now feed Europe not only with grain, but 


with meat, butter, lard, canned fruits, and an 
infinite variety of other productions. We are 
gradually gaming trade in other countries. 
North and South, and may hope, in a short 
time, to supply them with nearly all tbe articles 
of foreign production they desire. • In tbe great 
branches of industry—agriculture, manufact- 
ures, and mining—we are now taking our rank 
as the leading nation. With plenty of money 
as" good as gold, with plenty Of work for all 
who are willing to work, with cheap capital, we 
have now superadded the most bounteous crops 
that ever blessed any portion of tho world. 
Think of wheat crops of 450,000,000 bushels a 
year, and corn crops of about 1,800,000,000 a 
year, and everything else in proportion. For 
these-high prices have been realized. The ad- 
dition to the wealth of the country for 
the 
last 
three 
or 
four 
years 
can 


scarcely 
be 
estimated. 
We know 'that 


our Government debt, formerly largely held 
abroad, is now almost exclusively held at home; 
that tbe mortgages upon our lands and farms 
have been reduced to one-third their amount in 
1875; that the balance of trade is BO largely in 
onr favor that foreign countries, no longer able 
to send back onr securities, are compelled to 
ship gold. The building of railroads keeps pace 
with onr general prosperity. They are crossing 
the plains and exploring every valley, and year 
by year we hear of new settlements of fertile 
territory hitherto unavailable for tillage, whose 
surplus products increase onr resources. The 
number and amount of business failures have 
been reduced more than one-half. In a word, 
all thecircumfitances and elements that indicate 


" work lof 'tsie Re- 


publican party, that have contributed to out 
prosperity. It is true that Providence gave us 
bounteous crops, but these came after resump- 
tion was secure, and after wej had laid, the 
f oundation.of honest monev and diversified in- 
dustry, which enabled us to improvt the bless- 
ings of Providence.

no part of our prosperity to the

I did not b<- 
liev<> m that tr.bunal. 1 believed the^oiL-titutiou 
and the laws already furnibbed amp e means to 
ascertain and determine tho result )f tho vote 
of the electors ; but they forced the (adoption of 
this coiuinifesion as a means to exclude votes 
duly returned from someqf the Bout lern States.

tives have taken advantage of their 
invitation to take short trips on the 
Metropolitan Railway in ordeir to 
teet the efficiency of the experiment. 
It is gratifying to have to announce 
that on all hands considerable satis- 
faction has been expressed at the re- 
sult. A first-class carriage was chosen 
for the experiments, and in the day- 
light its appearance is very little, if 
any at all, different to ordinary • paint, 
but during the time the carriage is 
exposed to tbe light the paint is rap- 
idly absorbing the daylight, only to 
give forth the same the moment the 
carriage is traveling in the dark. At 
first the light emitted is only slight— 
not that the paint is any different in 
its illuminating powers, but the pu- 
pils of the eyes of the traveler have 
not yet been accustomed, to the light, 
for, as the journey proceeds, the car- 
riage appears to be completely lighted 
up, so much so that the passengers are 
enabled easily to recognize the features 
of their fellow travelers, while the 
time by a watch is clearly discernible. 
This light lasts not for a short time, 
but continues for a few hours, when the 
carriage can be again exposed to the 
daylight and the same process is gone 
through. The paint, when once ap- 
plied, will, it appears, last as long aa 
ordinary paint.
